LOS ANGELES (U PI) - The 
director 
of 
the 
Veterans 
Ad­ 
ministration 
Southern 
California 
region, Gordon Elliott, has been 
replaced in the wake of a massive 
snafu that delayed payments to 
thousands of student veterans for 
months, bringing down the anger of 
President Nixon. 
In a continuing crash program 
ordered by Nixon to straighten out 
the foulup, the VA office has taken 
to handing out cash to disgruntled 
veterans because check processing 
procedures have become so tangled. 


Expert help has been flown in 
from around the country, and under 
presidential orders, the staff is 
working weekends and holidays until 
the situation is straightened out. 
Elliott, 57, a career VA executive 
with more than 30 years in federal 
service, has taken “ an indefinite 
administrative leave," the chief VA 
benefits director, Odell W Vaughn, 
said in Washington Wednesday. 
“ The present situation apparently 
got beyond Elliott’s management 
control, although he has one of the 
best 
records 
among 
VA 


executives,” Vaughn said 
John G. Miller, described as a top 
administrator from the Washington 
VA office, was sent to take charge of 
the tangle. 
At one time, an estimated 5,000 
veterans 
attending 
colleges 
in 
Southern California were up to four 
months behind in receiving monthly 
benefits from $200 to $300 Campus 
veterans groups said many of them 
had 
to quit school to support 
themselves, and others are living on 
food stamps, or loans from families 
and friends, dodging eviction notices 


and bill collectors. 
VA officials said computers sent 
checks to the wrong schools, wrong 
persons, out of the state entirely or 
did not send any checks at all. 


Workers began processing checks 
by hand last week, paying about 
2.000 veterans. A veterans group 
wired a complaint to President 
Nixon. Saturday, Nixon ordered the

Grand jury indicts 
gypsum manufacturers

nation’s six largest manufacturers 
of gypsum board and 10 of their 
executives were indicted by a 
federal grand jury today for price 
fixing. 
Acting Attorney General Robert 
H. Bork said in a statement the 
indictment was returned in U. S. 
District Court in Pittsburgh, Pa. He 
said 
the 
Justice 
Department 
simultaneously filed a criminal con­ 
tempt petition charging four of the 
gypsum companies and four of their 
executives with violating a 1951 
court ruling prohibiting the firms 
from agreeing to fix, raise or 
stabilize prices of gypsum board. 
The criminal contempt petition 
was filed in U. S. District Court in 
Washington. 
Gypsum board is a widely used 
manufactured building material for 
the 
construction 
of 
walls 
and 
ceilings. 
The 
indictment 
said 
the 
six 
corporate defendants and two co­ 
conspirator corporations — Johns- 
Manville 
Corp. 
and 
Fibreboard 
Corp. — had total sales of gypsum 
board during the 13-year period of 


more than $4 billion and account for 
more than 90 per cent of the total 
sales of the product in the United 
States.

ration coupons. Those not using 
their supply could sell coupons to 
those who needed more. 
Simon also recommended that 
high school students help ease the 
demand for gasoline by giving up 
their cars and “ walking, taking 
buses or riding bicycles" instead. 
The order to the Bureau of 
Printing and Engraving called for a 
three-month supply of coupons. 
The plan would cost $1.5 billion 
dollars a year, if implemented, 
Simon said The cost would be offset 
by a charge of $1 per person for 
coupons. 
The coupons would be distributed 
to all Americans 18 years or older 
who hold drivers licenses. The 
number of coupons each person 
receives each month would vary 
“ according to the population density 
of the area where he lives" and the 
availability of mass transit. 
The average distribution would 


amount to 32 to 35 gallons per month 
per person, Simon said, but would be 
flexible enough to allow the coupons 
to be exchanged on the open market. 
This would head off the black 
market 
that 
plagued 
rationing 
during World War II. 
The coupons would be multi­ 
colored, with the color changing 
every 30 days, and about a third the 
size of a dollar bill. 
Simon said that he was still 
convinced that the American public 
“ could lick the fuel crisis." If the 
public continues to cooperate with 
government-mandated conservation 
measures, he said, the nation could 
avoid further restrictions that might 
include longer periods of closing 
service stations and a complete ban 
on driving on certain days of the 
week. 


A full description of the rationing 
system will be published in the 
Federal Register in two weeks, 
Simon said.

Also filing on the last legal day today was former 
councilwoman Charlotte Benton, who was elected to 
the panel in 1964, served two consecutive terms and 
was then defeated in her 1972 reelection bid. 
Walter G. Smith, 28, of 1341 W. Loquat, also filed 
papers this morning. A computer technician with 
Federal Electric Corporation at Vandenberg AFB, 
Smith has never held elective office before. 
Neither has another young candidate, Steven Cox, 
22, who filed earlier this week, renewing a 1972 
council bid that was turned back. 
Fred Bock, a Johns-Manville engineer, and Eugene 
S. Ashlock, minister of the Lompoc Nazarene Church, 
also filed their papers before Christmas to become 
bona fide candidates. 
Filing on the day after Christmas was Edwin E. 
Leach, a Lockheed Corp. air conditioning technician 
who has resided here since 1967.

Mao observes 80th birthday 


HONG KONG (UPI) - Mao Tse-tung 
observed his 80th birthday Wednesday, still 
fighting the Chinese revolution he won on 
the battlefield a quarter-century ago. 


In keeping with a longstanding rule the 
Chinese Communist party chairman laid 
down for all Chinese leaders, there were no 
celebrations in Peking or elsewhere in 
China. 


Diplomatic dispatches from the Chinese 
capital said Mao apparently spent the day 


in his residence in Chungnanhai, a scenic 
and heavily guarded walled area near the 
Forbidden City where most of China’s top 
leaders live. 
Mao has not made a single public 
appearance 
this 
year. 
But 
he 
has 
maintained a busy schedule directing a 
new phase of the cultural revolution he 
launched 
in 
the 
mid-1960 s. 
He also 
received many visiting foreign dignataries, 
including Secretary of State Henry A 
Kissinger. 


Death toll lowest ever

The 518 traffic deaths during the 102-hour 
Christmas holiday period were the fewest 
ever recorded during a four-day weekend, 
the 
National 
Safety 
Council 
said 
Wednesday. 
“ It is hard to put a name on the exact 
cause because of various weather and road 
conditions,” a NSC spokesman said. “ We 
surmise that the energy crisis, resulting in 
less miles traveled and lower speeds, 
played a primary role in this reduction.” 


The NSC said the 518 toll was the lowest 
for a four-day Christmas weekend since it 
began 
keeping 
records 
in 
1947. 
The 
previous low was 535 in 1951 over a four- 
day period. 


The final United Press International 
count showed that 518 died in traffic, 88 
persons died in fires, 22 in plane accidents, 
and 62 persons died in various other 
accidents for a total of 690 deaths during 
the period.

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Station owners, IRS headed for clash over price of gas 


United Press International 
Gasoline station operators and the Internal Revenue 
Service appear headed for a clash on the price of gasoline at 
the pumps. 
Following reports of gasoline price gouging over the 
Christmas holiday weekend, 
the 1RS launched an 
investigation into prices exceeding federal regulations. 
Rather than sell at government-imposed 
levels, many 
stations said they would close indefinitely 
“ That’s all we needed,” moaned a spokesman for the 
American Automobile Association. 


Harold Murphy, head of the Bay State Gasoline Retailers 
Association in Massachusetts, said: “ We can’t live on a 
seven-cent per gallon markup.” Despite restrictions, he 
said, many dealers were pricing gasoline for a 10-cent 
markup. 
He said he was charging 45 9 cents for regular and 49 9 


cents for premium. Government restrictions in his case set 
the price at 44 9 cents and 47.9 cents. 
“ People are willing to pay 49 9 cents,’ said Murphy, 
whose group represents about 400 stations. 
He said he expected “ many other” stations across the 
country to join the boycott that would begin “as soon as gas 
runs out Saturday ” 
Robert Jacobs, an official of the Illinois and Indiana 
Gasoline Dealers Association, representing about 6,000 
operators, predicted a “ gasless Sunday, Monday and 
Tuesday for the New Year’s holiday . ” 
Over the Christmas holiday weekend, there were reports 
that many stations were overcharging customers. At least 
one in New York city was charging 99 9 cents a gallon for 
gasoline. 
The IRS launched an investigation and late Wednesday 
said that “ as a result of flagrant violations' of the price 
regulations, IRS personnel, who had taken the Christmas 


holiday off, would be on hand over the New Year’s holiday 
weekend to monitor holiday gasoline prices. 
A spot check, the IRS announced showed that more than 
one-third of the 25.543 gasoline stations it recently checked 
were violating price controls. 
When the federal government recently asked motorists to 
limit themselves voluntarily to 10 gallons of gasoline a 
?k, many Californians responded that they couldn t get 
>n that amount And apparently they don’t nave to. 
Californians seem to be untroubled by the gasoline 
shortages elsewhere 
Reports Wednesday indicated the Golden Staters may be 
going for “ one last fling” by car to mountains and resorts 
during the holiday season

Grand jury near end of Hughes probe 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (U PI) — A 23-member federal grand 
jury, which has heard testimony from more than two dozen 
witnesses in less than a month, is near the end of its 
investigation into the Howard Hughes take-over of Airwest. 


The probe initially was sparked by a Securities and 
Exchange Commission inquiry that began more than a year 
ago Then a federal grand jury was quietly impaneled here 
Nov. 29 to hear testimony. Presumably any indictments 
must be returned by the end of this calendar year because 
of a statute of limitations on the Airwest transaction. 


Hughes, now secluded in a $1,000 a day penthouse 
complex at the Xanadu Hotel at Freeport, Bahamas, made 
the first offer to acquire Airwest more than five years ago. 
The airline was formed in April of 1968 by the merger of 
Bonanza, Pacific and West Coast airlines. Hughes offered 
to buy it for $130 million, including liabilities, a few months 
later. 


The recluse billionaire and record-breaking aviator 
officially took control of Airwest in April, 1970, after a fiery 
fight with the board of directors and the blessing of the 
Civil Aeronautics Board and President Nixon. 
Nixon’s approval of the Airwest transaction, needed 
because the carrier operates across international borders, 
is being scrutinized by the Watergate committee, according 
to Watergate investigator Terry Lenzer in a document filed 
in Washington 
Some of the cast of witnesses subpoenaed to appear 
before the Las Vegas Grand Jury in the past month were 
familiar names to the Watergate Committee investigation. 
The Las Vegas Federal Grand Jury heard testimony from 
Chester Davis, general counsel for Hughes' solely owned 
Summa Corp ; former Hughes aide Robert Maheu who was 
fired as head of the $300 million Hughes Nevada empire in 
1970; 
and Las Vegas Sun Publisher H.M. “ Hank’ 
Greenspun, whose newspaper safe was believed to be the 
target of a break-in according to Watergate Committee 
testimony. 
Administration impounds funds 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — The Nixon administration has 
decided to impound nearlv half of $175 million voted by 
Congress 
to 
pay 
farmers 
for 
conservation 
and 
f nvironmental protection projects. 
The Agriculture Department announced Wednesday that 
it will spend only $90 million in 1974 on a renamed Rural 
Environmental Conservation Program (RECP) and that 
the other $85 million approved by Congress has been held up 
by the White House’s Office of Management and Budget. 
Refusal by an administration to spend money which 
Congress ordered be spent is called “ impoundment,” and 
its legality is at issue in a number of lawsuits involving 
other programs are pending in the courts. 
In another development, the Agriculture Department 
said it had White House clearance to spend $10 million on 
reviving a Water Bank program to preserve farm 
Hand-to-hand battle near Saigon 


SAIGON (U PI) — Government forces and North Viet­ 
namese regulars fought hand-to-hand today in a battle for 
rice that erupted Christmas day 100 miles southwest of 
Saigon, military sources said. 
The three-day-old Mekong Delta fight in Chuong Thien 
province bordering Cambodia had spread to within six 
miles of the provincial capital of Vi Thanh, the sources 
said. 
South Vietnamese officers said a 2,500-man North Viet­ 
namese regiment of the crack 1st Division started the 
battle Christmas day by attacking a patrolling government 
battalion. 
South Vietnamese reinforcements were rushed into the 
area, triggering what was believed to be the heaviest 
fighting yet for control of rice in Vietnam’s most 
prosperous agricultural area.

Fighting for the autumn rice crop between hungry 
Communist forces and government troops trying to save 
the food staple for market began two months ago and has 
erupted in fierce fighting about once a week since. 
The South Vietnamese air force flew 40 bombing raids in 
the Vi Thanh area Wednesday to support government 
troops, the sources said. Government losses in the three 
days of fighting were 18 killed and 81 wounded with another 
40 reported missing. 


A military communique from the Saigon high command 
said 25 Communists were killed Wednesday in the fighting. 
Communists mounted simultaneous attacks on six 
government militia outposts 300 miles from Saigon 
Wednesday and closer to the capital, two heavy clashes left 
36 troops on both sides dead. 
Tornadoes swooping across the South 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (U P I) — The tornado season is like a 
migratory bird, says Allen Pearson of the National Severe 
Storms Forecast Center, and currently it’s swooping down 
across the South. 
Tornadoes were reported Wednesday near Mobile and 
Sylacauga, Ala., and there were warnings of flash flooding 
in parts of Alabama, Mississippi, Tennessee and North 
Carolina. 
Pearson said the storms are part of a 15-month-long 
stretch of unusual weather that has spawned more than 
1,100 tornadoes in 1973 alone. That figure, Pearson said, is 
1 Vz times as many as the average figure of 700. 


“ In a five-day period in late May we had 13 more 
tornadoes reported than we had in the entire year of 1931,” 
Pearson said. “ We know there’s better reporting now, but 
by any standard that’s one hell of a year for tornadoes.” 
There were 115 tornadoes reported in the May period- 
known among forecasters as the “ Memorial Day weekend 
outbreak,” including one that was on the ground for 135 
miles in southern Alabama. 
Pearson said record numbers of tornadoes were reported 
this year in Arkansas, Missouri, Mississippi, Kentucky, 
New Jersey and the country as a whole. The death toll 
stands at 89.

WASHINGTON UP I > 
Violent crime rose 3 percent in 
the United States in the first nine months of 1973. the F BI 
reported today 
Overall, serious crime encompassing murder, rape, 
robbery aggravated assault and far more numerous cases 
of burglary 
larceny and auto theft—rose 1 per cent 
compared to the same period in 1972 
The FBI report, based on figures supplied voluntarily by 
local and state police, showed a 6 per cent rise in major 
rural crime and a 5 per cent increase in serious crime in the 
suburbs. 
The national serious crime rate a year earlier showed a 2 
per cent decrease 
Thi^ increase in serious crime in the nation means that 
all of u^ mu't continue to support our law enforcement 
agencies in their efforts to combat crime in the streets,” 
said Acting Attorney General Robert H. Bork 
The breakdown by category was: 
Rape -up 8 per cent 
Murder up 5 per cent 
Aggravated assault up 5 per cent. 
Robbery—no change. 
Burglary—up 3 per cent 
Auto theft—up 1 per cent. 
Larceny-theft no change. 
In a regional analysis, crime was up 4 per cent in the 
South and 2 per cent in the north-central states. There was 
no change in the Northeast and a decrease in the West. 
But the report said serious crime fell in 71 large cities— 
including New York, Los Angeles, Cleveland. Detroit, 
Philadelphia. Pittsburgh. San Francisco, St Louis and 
Washington 
The most dramatic crime rate drop was in Fall River, 
Mass., which recorded 29 per cent fewer crimes in the 
reporting period. 
Other cities with marked decreases were Lansing. Mich., 
and Pasadena, Calif —22 per cent; Cleveland, Ohio, and 
Newark, N.J -15 per cent; Baltimore—12 per cent and Los 
Angeles—9 per cent. 
The statistics came from 5,477 police agencies responsi­ 
ble for 148,775,000 people. 


Gurney will not resign 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — 
Sen. Edward J. Gurney , R- 
Fla , does not plan to resign from the Senate Watergate 
committee even though he has missed its last eight public 
sessions, according to an aide. 
Administrative Assistant Jim Allison Jr. said Gurney has 
remained in touch with the committee’s activities through 
his representative on the committee’s staff and ‘‘has made 
it to some of the executive sessions” of the committee 
Gurney has acknowledged that the Justice Department 
has been investigating an alleged political fund established 
in his behalf by Florida builders, who allegedly expected 
preferential treatment from the Federal Housing Adminis­ 
tration Gurney has denied knowledge of such a fund. 
The eight public sessions occurred between Oct. 31 and

Frenchwomen tell all — almost

PA RIS - (NEA) - A few 
years ago Jacques Baroche 
published a book - the 
French equivalent of the 
Kinsey report — dealing with 
the sexual life of the married 
Frenchman. It did not, how­ 
ever. cause anything like the 
stir which the pioneering 
American study aroused. 
Just recently Baroche pro­ 
duced a sequel to his book - 
a 400 page-volume entitled, 
“ Sexuality of the Married 
Woman." 
He appears to have re­ 
vealed a statistical double 
standard on one point: % per 
cent of men studied were un­ 
faithful to their wives where­ 
as only 53 per cent of the 
women admitted infidelities. 
Baroche points out that 
motivations on the distal! 
side vary considerably. Dis­ 
satisfaction, frustration and 
lack of affection were the 
most frequently cited rea­ 
sons, by 35 per cent of those 
interviewed. Others included 
monotony of monogamous 
life DO per cent), monetary 
considerations (12 per cent) 
and belief in sexual freedom 
(9 per cent). But surprisingly 
— at least in France it would 
seem — grand passion, the 
middle-age urge or, as it is 
familiarly called here, the 
mid-day demon were cited by 
only 6 per cent 
Baroche carried out a long 
and extensive research. He 
did not hesitate to seek infor­ 
mation from women in the 
street, in tearooms and 
department stores. One thou-

sand, all told. And never was 
he rebuffed. 
He did collect quite a num­ 
ber of heart-to-heart confes­ 
sions. 
A recurring fact which he 
carefully noted is that the 
majority of erring wives 
made a point of introducing a 
lover to a husband, and they 
often became friends. 
Here are some of th* state­ 
ments Baroche gathered: 
“ My adventures9 They 
neverlast more than ten days 
- the time my husband is 
away on business trips." 


“ The so-called m arital 
duty is usually a bore." 
“ I always choose married 
men as lovers. They are less 
cumbersome. And they don't 
trail after you all the time." 
As a counterpart Baroche 
also studied the motivations 
of faithful women. They in­ 
cluded - love <23*6 per cent); 
an inherent honesty (18 per 
cent); children (15 per cent); 
the fear of complications (14 
per cent); a lasting liason (12 
per cent); and 
fin a lly , 
religious convictions (11 per 
cent). 


The factor that not so many 
years ago the fear of preg­ 
nancy often restrained the 
virtuous wife from erring 
only accounts for 2 per cent 
today. 


The “ virtue prize," accord­ 
ing to author Baroche, goes to 
a 79-year old lad^ who 
blushingly confessed. ‘I have 
been married 61 years. I was 
always faithful to my hus­ 
band. He was consistently un­ 
faithful. I knew it. This never 
prevented me from being ut­ 
terly happy."

Scarf tricks work fashion magic

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Smart girls will tie one on 
this year for a wardrobe ex­ 
tension course. There is a 
wealth of scarf-tieing ideas 
— each one designed to 
refresh an outfit and give it a 
new ambiance. 
To s n a p up s h i r t s , 
shirtdresses and sweater life 
are the neckline tie tricks 
that utilize either a square or 
an oblong. For the tailored 
haberdasher look there is the 
stock tie. an easy fill-in for a 
handsome effect. M erely 
bias-band-fold a large square 
or a long scarf, wrap the neck 
twice and loop once over 
lightly. 
Also in the tailored mood is 


the turtle, effected by making 
a triangle fold of a square, 
bringing both ends around 
the neck, tieing to the front 
and cuffing over the knot 
J e a n - m i n d e d 
is the 
western loop, again done via 
a bias-band-fold and knotted 
casually to one side. 
While for a soft touch, 
either with dresses, shirts or 
trouser combos, try the but­ 
terfly - a flippy P«uf that 
looks tricker to do than it ac­ 
tually is. Just turn a square to 
its reverse side, knot it dead- 
center, flip back to the front 
and tie around the neck with 
the knot to the rear. 
Hats are back, too, and 
scarfs can make them. For 
the head-covering cap look 
tie an oblong about the head, 


twist and braid both ends into 
one single tight strand and 
curl from the bottom to form 
a flat rosette over one ear. 
To create a hood fold under 
one-third of an outsize square 
then fold into a point. Roll the 
scarf up to the point, place on 
the head and tie under the 
chin. Even the old-fashioned 
babushka gets ’73 manners 
w hen it is tied under the hair 
in back rather than under the 
chin. 
Body scarf tricks give deft­ 
handed girls the opportunity 
to create their own barely 
there effects for diverse top­ 
ping to skirts and pants in 
any weather conditions. If it’s 
long and lanky knot in the 
center, drape over the bosom 
and tie in back For added 


dash, pull a gilded chain 
through the knot and slip it 
over the neck. 
It it’s a halter that’s wanted 
again the long lean oblong 
does the trick. Using one only, 
drape around the neck, 
crisscross the bust and tie in 
back. Using two, knot one 
dead-center and tie across 
the bust with the second 
pulled through the knot and 
tied about the neck. 
The large square also lends 
itself to haltering folded into 
a triangle, draped around the 
midriff and secured at the 
back of the neck by tieing 
both ends into a knot.

Income averaging isn’t for average taxpayers

For the next several weeks 
you’re going to be the 
beneficiary of much free ad­ 
vice on how to pay the least 
possible income tax, and by 
some of these advisors you'll 
no doubt be counseled to con­ 
sider income averaging as a 
way to cut taxes on your 1973 
income. 
I t ’s a favorite of the 
seasonal tax gurus, because 
“ income averaging" sounds 
impressive, and confers ins­ 
tant status as an expert when 
one sagely alludes to its am­ 
ple benefits. 
But most of the time, for 
most taxpayers, it's not very 
good advice. 
For one thing, it’s quite a 
complicated procedure that 
involves a lot of paper work. 
Most taxpayers will need the 
services of an accountant. 
For another, it invites (in 
fact, requires) close scrutiny 
by the Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice of your five-year history 
of income and taxes, and can 
result in embarrassing ques­ 
tions, if not an audit. 
If averaging results in 
s u b s tan tia l savings, of 
course, it can be well worth 
the trouble. But “experience 
has shown that averaging 
benefits only persons with 
wildly fluctuating income, 
says Seidman & Seidman, the 
national accounting firm. 
Probably more useful for 
most taxpayers, say the 


firm’s experts, is a kind of do- 
it-yourself averaging which 
can help keep you out of the 
teaks and valleys of the tax 
peaks an 
brackets. 
If a high-income year 
threatens to boost you into a 
higher bracket, it's fre ­ 
quently possible to shift items 
of income, other than regular 
salary. If you have enough 
advance warning, both ends 
of the year afford oppor­ 
tunities. 
In most families, though, 
expenses are more amenable 
to shifting than income. 
Crowd as many deductible 
expenses as possible into a 
high-income year. Medical 
expenses are one of the best 
examples. 
Doctors and dentist? are 
generally cooperative about 
letting you defer payments, 
or prepay expenses for the 
coming year, for tax pur­ 
poses. Elective medical or 
dental care can be scheduled 
so as to concentrate deducti­ 
ble expenses in a given year. 
And even though you have 
no problem of shifting ex­ 
penses around to level off a 
high-income year, medical 
expenses should routinely get 
tax-planning attention, to 
avoid wasting a possible 
deduction. S iz a b le tax 
benefits can result from 
bunching medical expenses, 
because of the 3 per cent rule. 
They’re deductible only to 
the extent that they exceed 3 


per cent of your adjusted 
gross income. Thus, if your 
taxable income is $12,000, 
and medical expenses in each 
of two years come to $375, you 
lose the first $360 (3 per cent 
of $12,000), and get a deduc­ 
tion of only $15 each year. 
But shift $200 of the two 
years’ total expenses from 
one year to another and, 
while you’ll have no deduc­ 
tion for one year, you’ll have 
$215 in the other. 
When your aim is to offset 
high income, you’ll find other 
deductible items that are 
subject to shifting. An early 
mortgage payment, for ex­ 
ample, can increase the in­ 
terest deduction. 
If you make estimated pay­ 
ments on state or city income 
taxes, some shifting is gener­ 
ally possible. In most cases, 
Seidman & Seidman points 
out, the final installment is 
due on Jan. 15 — but if you 
send off the check before 
Dec. 31, you can take the 
deduction on your federal 
return for that calendar year. 
Opportunities offered by 
concentrating charitable 
contributions in a given year 
are obvious. 
Then, for those fortunate 
enough to own stock on which 
there’s been a gain near 
year's end, and you think the 
time has come to sell, there’s 
a little-known device for 
postponing taxability. It’s the 
short sale. 


Your broker sells short the 
amount of stock you own, at 
its current price. Wait until 
next year to cover the short 
— that is, deliver the stock — 
and you’ve shifted your gain 
into that tax year. 
What’s more, if you were 
right about the stock having 
reached its high point when 
you sold it short, you’ll be 


able to cover at a lower price, 
and turn a profit on the short 
sale.

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Oil shortage 


stirs old prejudice 


By Tom Tiede 
New York — (N EA) — 
There is a story .Jewish peo­ 
ple tell about the tenacious 
nature of their existence. 
Once, the story goes, all the 
male members of a Jewish 
village were gathered to hear 
the ominous word that a 10- 
foot tidal wave was ap­ 
proaching and would sweep 
over the com m unity in 
minutes. The men weni home 
and told their families to im­ 
mediately begin prepara­ 
tions because. “ It’s going to 
be very difficult to live under 
10 feet of water.” 
The tale is a bit exagger­ 
ated to apply to present times 
but it serves as an indication 
that Jews in the United States 
are once again preparing for 
the worst. Anti-Semitism, 
brought on by the fallout 
from the most recent Middle 
East war, is apparently on 
the rise in some subterranean 
circle in the nation — and 
may eventually emerge as a 
force in the lives of some 
Americans. 
So far the prejudice is 
mostly passive. Federal sup­ 
port for the Israelis during 
the Yom Kippur war has 
rekindled old hatreds among 
some extremist organiza­ 
tions. Recent literature from 
groups such as the Christian 
Crusade Church and the Na­ 
tional Socialists White Peo­ 
ple’s Party has picked up on 
the themes of international 
Anti-Zionism . “ Jew - con­ 
trolled U.S. media”, etc. In it­ 
self, given the limited au­ 
dience, the slop is of little 
consequence. 
Yet, says an official of the 
Anti-Defamation 
League 
(ADL), the Jewish civil rights 
watchdog, “We regard the in­ 
crease in hate literature as 
straws in the wind.” And in­ 
deed, the biased propagan­ 
dists are sophisticating their 
attack, zeroing in for exam­ 
ple on the energy crisis, and 
are expected to be fairly per­ 
suasive this w inter if a 
shortgage of Arab oil puts a 
chill in U.S. homes. 
Says Willis Carto, an offi­ 
cial with the anti-Jew ish 
Liberty Lobby in Washington, 
Americans will rue the day 
they angered Arabia: ‘This 
winter when the American 
people are freezing in their 
darkened homes, when the 
car is sitting in the driveway 
for lack of gas, then the real 
change in public opinion will 
come." 
Already there has been at 
least one act of violence in 
the United States connected 
indirectly with the Middle 
East argument. A synagogue 
in Wilmington, N. C., was 
bombed last June (so was a 
Jewish-owned business) and 
though the war had not yet 
started, nor the oil from 
Arabia stopped, proponents 
of the bombings say they 
were politically motivated. 
Leroy Gibson, head of a 
Carolina group called Rights 
of White People, declines 
responsibility for the bomb­ 
ings (he’s been arrested for 
complicity in them), but says: 
“ They were done to show the 
Zionists that Americans are 
fed up ” 
In fact, Americans are 
hardly fed up. Ben Epstein, 
director of the ADL, says that 
polls indicate a noticeable 
erosion of U.S. support for 
Israel - down from 55 per 
cent in 1967 to 47 per cent in 
the most recent Gallup sam­ 
pling - but it remains over­ 
whelmingly high when com­ 
pared with what Gallup gives 
the Arabs: 6 per cent support. 
Just the same, says Eps­ 
tein, the increase in hate 
g ro u p 
o r a t o r y 
an d 
the 
decrease in Arab oil “are of 
great concern to us.” And so 
the ADL, used to ethnic per­ 


secution (prior to World War 
II there were about 600 anti- 
Je w ish organizations in 
Am erica; now there are 
about 60), is maneuvering to 
counter new attacks. Says 
E p stein : “ W e 'v e got a 
massive job of education 
before us. 
The ADL won t be educat­ 


ing in the old manner. The 
hoary slurs about hook noses 
and Jew York are not the 
problem in the 1970s. Rather, 
says Epstein, “ there is a new 
anti-Semitism, much more 
sophisticated than before’’ 
and must be met with equally 
sophisticated defenses. He 
points to the controversy of 
reverse discrimination, say­ 
ing. as example, that Jewish 
kids are being denied higher 
schooling because preference 
is given other minority 
groups. He says also that the 
U.S. government is funding 
anti-Jew ish organizations. 
The most sophisticated 
anti-Semitism of all, says 
Epstein, may be the growing 
movement mside the giant 
American oil companies to 
restructure U.S. governmen­ 
tal priorities in the Middle 
East. Epstein says such pres­ 
sure from oil concerns is anti- 
Zionist and “anti-Semitism in 
its severest form.” (Standard 
Oil of California has already

To fight back on the oil 
front the AD L intends to 
“ convince the American peo­ 
ple that the energy crisis is 
not Israel’s fault.” That if it 
were not for Israel, the Arabs 
would likely invent other rea- 
sons to use crude for 
powerplays. And that, as 
presidential energy consul­ 
tant C. J. DiBona says, oil in­ 
terruption now “ might well 
be in our long range interest” 
because it forces the nation to 
get to the business of finding 
alternative fuel sources. 
The idea of the ADL oil 
campaign, says Epstein, will 
be to get Americans griping 
about what Arabs, rather 
than Jews, are doing. 
The ADL arguments are 
fairly sound. But whether the 
American people will listen 
to them this winter depends, 
no doubt, on the level of their 
thermostat reading. Says one 
ADL member, shaking his 
head and worrying out loud: 
“ If we have a severe winter 
and the oil runs out, anti- 
S e m it is m w ill p r o s p e r .-’ 
Because it will be very 
difficult for people to live 
under 10 feet of snow.

Archibald Cox pleaded with Senator 
Ervin last summer to cancel his 
hearings or at least to hold them in 
private, he made specifically the 
point that it might otherwise prove 
impossible 
to 
prosecute 
the 
principals, because of the probable 
scarcity of jurors who had not 
listened 
to 
the 
charges 
over 
television. 
Now it is presumed possible to 
find jurors who went an entire 
month or two without listening to 
television. Accordingly, one can 
assume that a “fair trial” of Dean 
et al is possible. But any attempt to 
apply identical rules to the Senate is 
preposterous. I suppose one can find 


a senator who has never heard of 
Richard Nixon and Watergate, but 
the impression to the contrary 
notwithstanding, these are scarce. 
The assumption is that they all 
have. And that they have reached 
private conclusions at least on the 
question of whether the President 
should be impeached. 
It is my point that they can in all 
fairness 
reach 
that conclusion, 
without reaching a conclusion on 
whether the President should be 
indicted. In the case of Lowell 
Weicker, he is on the record as 
saying that he believes that John 
Dean is an essentially credible 
witness. If that is the case, he 
cannot escape the conclusion that 
R ichard 
Nixon 
should 
be 
impeached, notwithstanding that he 
would be pledged to evaluate all the 
evidence at a trial before the Senate 
of the United States. 
One fears, in a word, that politics 
is at work. And that the convenient 
cover — “ How can I come out for or 
against impeachment when I am a 
Constitutionally designated juror in 
the event of impeachment” — is, 
well, a cop-out. A cop-out is not an 
impeachable offense. Not unless it 
is understood as obstruction of 
justice...

achieves two things. You get your 
shopping done and you see a lot of 
your friends and get caught up on 
what is happening. 1 was down in 
Oakland all morning and had my 
foray into the grocery store this 
afternoon and didn’t know a soul. Of 
course, this didn’t stop me from 
talking to people — another lady 
and I had quite a jolly time 
discussing turkeys and the relative 
merits of one brand over the other 


at the meat counter. But it isn’t the 
same as if it were Norma or Chris or 
any other of the dozens I'd be likely 
to bump into down there 
And then there is St. Mary’s. In 
almost 30 years I missed being 
involved as either choir director and 
organist or choir member for 
Midnight Service only once. And 
that time I, like Mary, was great 
with child and couldn’t get close 
enough to the pump organ to play it. 
The preparation of all the music 
was always a nightmare, it seemed. 
The choir didn’t show up for 
practice faithfully or the music 
didn’t come in time or the star 
singer got sick or had to work. 
Something ALWAYS happened that 
caused me to feel that the service 
would not be perfect, but it always 
was. I always went home in the star- 
studded night feeling that God was 
in His Heaven and all was right with 
the world. And I am sure that I shall 
leave St. Clement’s in Berkeley 
feeling the same way this year. 
I guess that what I am trying to 
say is that even though Lompoc is no 
longer my home, I am always there 
and it is ever in my thoughts and 
heart. I wish all of you a belated 
Merry Christmas and may the 
Peace of God be always with you.

Maladministration 


We were lunching last week in the 
Press Club bar and talking about 
Elliot Richardson, and this short 
chap came in with odd attire. But 
everybody wears odd clothes these 
days, and he seemed knowledgeable 
so we made room for him at our 
table (the one after the bar, that 
Dan looks after) and pretty soon 
forgot that he seemed to be wearing 
ruffles. One well-known columnist 
tried to argue that Mr. Nixon could 
only be impeached for a statutory 
crime. 
“ Nonsense,” 
said 
the 
stranger, “you should read Alec on 
that: the impeachment process is 
designed as a method of national 
inquest into the conduct of public 
„ 
» n 
men. 
“Alec,” said my friend, blankly. 
“Alexander Hamilton,” repeated 
the 
other; 
“ Federalist 
paper 
Number 65.” 
“Smart ass, eh,? said my friend 
huffily. “Yeah, but how about Nixon 
kicking out Richardson? You don’t 
call that impeachable do you?” The 
mysterious stranger observed. 
“The President can displace from 
office a man whose merits require 
that he should be continued in it. 
What will be the motives which the 
President can feel for such abuse of 
his power, and the restraints that 
operate to prevent it? In the first 
place he will be impeachable in this 
House before the Senate for such an 
act of maladministration; for I 
contend that the wanton removal of 
meritorious officers would subject 
him to impeachment and removal 
from his own high trust.” 
We looked at him in astonishment. 
He left Dan a tip in some old coins 
and walked out with a bouncy stride. 
A 
blue-eyed, 
ruddy-faced 
little 
fellow. I peeped where he had signed 
his name on the card. “James 
Madison, Jr., of Virginia,” he had 
written. 
Yes, folks, I guess we are all going 
to become experts on impeachment 
in the year ahead, along with Rep. 


Rodino’s new chief counsel. And 
that quotation above is James 
Madison’s exact comment, on the 
sixteenth of June, 1789, in the House 
of Representatives, First Congress, 
of which he was a member. Courts 
study 
such 
com m ents 
for 
precedents. The key word, I think, is 
“ maladministration.” 
Yes, 
in 
writing the Constitution in that hot 
summer in Philadelphia, George 
Mason, 
(plantation 
neighbor of 
George Washington and seven years 
his senior) at one point included 
“ m aladm inistration” 
in 
the 
definition of impeachable offenses. 
But his friend Jemmy Madison 
called it too vague, and they 
substituted 
“high 
crimes 
and 
misdemeanors: 
as 
including 
“maladministration” just as Rep. 
Madison told the House a year or 
two later. 
It 
is 
argued 
now 
that 
our 
forebears left us no way out of the 
intolerable fix that we are in with 
P r e s i d e n t 
N ix o n ’s 
maladministration. But that is only 
partly 
so. 
They provided 
a 
serviceable exit at least half way. 
The question is whether we dare 
follow the Founding Fathers. As 
George Mason said in Philadelphia, 
“ No point is of more importance 
that the right of Impeachment 
should be continued.” They put in a 
fire escape. 
The House sits as a kind of grand 
jury. The Senate sits as a court if the 
House 
m a jo rity 
votes 
an 
indictment. In 200 years Congress 
has 
investigated 
65 
possible 
impeachment cases (55 Federal 
judges). 
The House has voted 
“impeachment” 
12 
times. 
The 
Senate 
has 
acquitted 
seven, 
convicted four, and one resigned. Its 
a venerable, respectable process. 
But it goes only party way. 


To get ultimate conviction a two- 
thirds Senate majority of “guilty” is 
required. 
And 
that, 
currently, 
cn n m c u n lilrp lv T hP rPSl Q u estion iS. 


will President Nixon resign if the 
House can, and does, vote an 
indictment? The reason would be ill- 
health It would save the nation 
three 
years 
under 
a 
crippled 
presidency. It is idle to say the 
process shouldn’t go on; it is already 
started. Congress voted Chairman 
Rodino $1 million, of which the 
Republicans get one-third, and he 
has 30 lawyers and accountants now 
gathering 
evidence. 
That’s 
the 
situation so far. 
What isn’t so clear, as you try to 
penetrate the spectacular events 
ahead, is the pressure on President 
Nixon, and particularly on the 
conservative 
Republicans. 
They 
probably face in November one of 
the greatest defeats in history, what 
with Watergate, fuel shortage and 
recession. It might be moderated if 
Mr. Nixon quit. “I hope the public 
won’t practice guilt-by-association” 
said Sen. Percy, Republican of 111., 
grimly. 
It 
is 
the 
c o n s e rv a t i v e 
Republicans, if anyone, who have 
the leverage, and it is as absorbing 
to watch them as a football game. 
—Vice President Ford, while a 
r e p r e s e n t a t i v e 
voted 
for 
impeachment and for the inquiry 
appropriation. Not, of course, he 
explained carefully, to drive Mr. 
Nixon out, just to clear the air. 


—Barry Goldwater, Nestor of his 
party, told the Christian Science 
Monitor last week: “He chose to 
dibble and dabble . . . when all the 
American people wanted was the 
truth. 1 think it has come to one hell 
of a pass when the President of the 
United States has to lay bare all of 
his income tax papers.” 


—Conservative columnist James 
J. Kilpatrick changed his mind (like 
many of us). On October 28, he 
called 
impeachment 
“ pure 
nonsense.” By November 11, he saw 
it as the “one chance to salvage the 
administration.”
